Their winning 
has been certified after counting ballots for more than 
one week. Returns showed Mr. Sam Ahkeah and Adolph 
Maloney to have received 6,700 votes. Mr. Jones and 
Mr. Preston received 10,211 votes. 

In the election for the Tribol Judges the following 
were elected, Alfred Hardy, Sr.; Jimmie Largo; Murray 
Lincoln; Watson Gibson; Tillman Hadley; Joe Duncan 
and Luther Sells. 

The Referendum Question carried 8,051 Yes to 6,830

NAVAJO TRIBAL SCHOLARSHIP RULES AND POLICIES 

These ore portions of the rules and policies governing 
Navajo Tribal Scholarships. They are determined by the 
Committee handling, the scholarship fund, and are given 
in this letter for the information and guidance of Navajo 
college students. 

The Navajo Tribal Scholarship Committee considers 
the health, personality, scholarship, recommendations, 
vocational objective, age, and proposed college of each 
applicant in deciding whether a student should have 
financial assistance. After all of these factors are con¬ 
sidered a decision is made, intended to serve the best 


interests of the Navajo people and the student. Meeting 
one or more of the requirements for aid does not mean 
necessarily that a student will receive help. Not meeting 
one of the requirements will mean that the student is 
not eligible for assistance. 

To receive aid an applicant must be: 1) a high school 
graduate; 2) a registered member of the Navajo Tribe of 
at least Vi Navajo blood; 3) for under-graduate study 
must be under 40 years of age at the start of the school 
yeor involved; 4) and must have maintained a C average 
in a normal ^edule of work the year preceding the year 
of which assistance is desired. 

To receive aid students must be preparing for work 
which will help the Navajo people. Applicant must, if 
a baccalaureate degree, attend a college or university 
accredited by o.ne of the regional accrediting agencies 
approved by the Committee. Even if the college is so 
accredited the Committee will not give aid if it is felt 
the college does not adequately meet the particular needs 
in light of the student's vocotional objecitve. No aid 
will be extended for attendance at schools operated by

the Bureau of Indian Affairs. 

A limited amount of Navojo Tribal Scholarship money 
is avoilable for summer school attendance. Students 
desiring money for summer school attendance should 
write Don May before April 15 at latest. Applicant 
should list; I) the college to be attended; 2) vocational 
objective; 3) why summer school attendance is desired, 
4) and the amount of money which will be needed. 
This should be done by letter. 

Applicants for aid for the 1955-56 school year will 
be notified when they should appear before the Commit¬ 
tee for an interview. Applications should be submitted in 
the very near future if at all possible. 

All questions and applications should be sent to Don 
May, Education Guidance Officer, Window Rock, Arizona. 
He has been appointed by the Committee as its Executive 
Secretary. He can supply information as to what colleges 
ore approved and not approved by Committee. Infor¬ 
mation concerning Government tuition grants and Navajo 
Tribal Educational loans may be obtained from him.

The National Congress of American Indians met 
recently. One of the important speakers was Benjamin 
Reifel. He is a Sioux. At present he is Superintendent 
of Pine Ridge Agency. He spoke about being prejudiced. 
He said, "I'm not talking about white man's prejudice 
against the Indian, but about the prejudice of the Indian 
against the white man. We've got to get it out of our 
heads that we are a different kind of American citizen." 
Mr. Ben Reifel has. a doctor's degree in Public Admini¬ 
stration from Harvard University. 

Peru Farver was another speaker. He is chief of 
Tribal Relations in Washinton, D.C. He is a Choctaw. 
He said, "We cry our heads off about being discriminated 
against. I think a lot of the time it's our own fault."
